For a olony, so young and possessing so 
small a population as British Columbia, it may 
seem premature to write upon this subject.

supersede} the tinware so universally in use for 
domestic parposes,

‘Rules and Regulations under ‘* The Gold Fields Act, 1859.) 


\ 7HEREAS under the Gold Fields Act, 1859, the 
Governor for the time being of British Columbik 
is empowered by writing undér his hand.and the Public 
Seal of the Colony to make Rules and Regulations in 
the natur- of By-Laws for all matters relating to mining. 
And Whereas in cooformity withthe said Act, cer- 
tain Rules and -Regulations have already been issued, 
bearing|date the seventh of September, oné thousanil 
eight hundred and fifty-nine, and the sixth of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty. q 
And whereas it is expedient. to make further provi- 
sion for eases in which Roads or Works come into con- 
tact with Ditches or other mining rights. 
Now, therefore, Ido hereby enact, proclaim, and make 
the following Rules and Regulations : 
Allows construction of roads to cross ditches with sanction of Gold 
2 Commissioner. 





I. Any_person heretofore or hereafter engaged in thé 
construction of any road or work, may, with the sasc- 
tion of thre Gold Commissioner, cross, divert, or othe 
{wise interfere with, any ditch, water privilege, or other 
mining right .whatsoever for such period as the said 
Commissioner may direct. 

The Gold Comm ‘esioner to settle compensation. 

HI. Fhe-Gold Commissioner shall order/what (ifany) 
compensation for every, such damage or-interference 
shall be paid, and when; and to whom, and, whether 
any and what works damaged or effected by dny such- 
interference a8 aforesaid, shall be replaced by flames or 
otherwise repaired, and in what/manner, by) the per- 
son or persons inflicting any such damage. ‘

IH. Upon compliance with the requirements aforesaid
